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Sir: 

Pursuant to 37 CFR 1 .133(b), the Applicants make of record the telephone interview 
(hereafter "interview") conducted in connection with the above-identified application. An 
interview was conducted between Examiner Phan and the Applicants' representative on October 
29, 2009. 

During the interview, the present invention as recited in independent claim 1 and the 
cited prior art were discussed in detail. Additionally, the arguments presented in the response 
filed on October 7, 2009 were also discussed. 

In particular, it was noted that the cited prior art fails to disclose or suggest at least 
"introducing outside air into a reduced pressure and environment while maintaining the pressed 
state and the curing temperature ," and "reducing the pressure applied to the smoothing plate 
while maintaining the curing temperature ," as recited in independent claim 1 . 

The Examiner alleged that the above features were at least inherently disclosed or 
suggested by the cited prior art. Additionally, at the conclusion of the interview, it was agreed 
that claim 1 could be amended to distinguish from the prior art by adding a specific temperature 
or temperature range of the curing temperature to the above limitations.
